"Wo recommend to the favorable con- 
sideration of the republican clubs of 
the United States, as a matter of edu- 
cation, the question of granting to the 
women of tho state and nation tho right 
to vote at nil elections on the HUM terms 
and conditions as male citizens. 

"The foreign policy of Benjamin 
Harrison and James G. Blaine deserves 
and receives the cominendutlon of 
all Americans who believe in pre- 
serving the rights and dignity of 
the United States and in extend- 
ing tho scope of its influence. In accord- 
ance with that policy wo reaffirm our 
determination to encourage the enforce- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine not only 
as it applies to the North and South 
America, but also to those islands In 
the Atlantic and Pacific which ore or 
may become necessary to the protection 
of our coast line and our trade.

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THE LARGEST SHIP AFLOAT. 



oaatly l*anoh«\ at the Russell yarda, at 
'Port Glasgow, Scotland, U claimod to 
bft the tsrjpst BolllngrfiJp In the world. 
'Shet»87B feet long with a breadth a* 
'beam ol « feet, draw* 90 feet of water 
a&dhaa ow 80 feet of hold. Her net 
tonnage la 8^38, and over double that 
of oarryteg capacity. ShetobaQtof steed, 
with a double bottom aU fore and aft, 
.■with a deep mldahlp tank for carrying 
, ballast. She la rigged as a five-masted 
bark, carrying doable top-gallaut sails 
and single tvyals on tour of her masts 
and akysaila on three, ami carrying al- 
together about 57 ,000 square feet of can- 
vas. An unusual feature in her con- 
struction is that she I* fitted with aux- 
iliary triple expansion engines, and ma- 
chinery of sufficient power to give her 
a speed of about seven knots daring 
calm* end very light winds. She Is 
provided with ft donbto-bladed feather- 
ing propeller wheel, which does not In- 
terfere with her steering qualities when 
moving under sail alone. The Maria 
Bhskmers was built for the firm of 
Blckmcrs 6 Co., lice millers erf Bremen, 
Germany, and will be used In the rice- 
carrying trade betw e en Burmah and 
Bremen. She is now at sea on her 
maiden voyage from Glasgow to Slnga- 



As compared with the big American 
ship Shenandoah, the Maria Blckmcrs 
is 50 feet longer, one foot leas beam, 
and has the came draught as the Shen- 
andoah. At the same time she carries 
nearly 4,000 more yards of canvas and 
has a much larger tonnage. The Shen- 
andoah is now the largest sailing vessel 
In the world, although undoubtedly the 
largest wooden vessel afloat. The 
nearest competitor to the Maria Rick- 
avers Is the huge five-masted sailing ship 
La Franco, which Is the same length, 
875 feet, is one foot wider, but has less 
draught, and is In net tonnage £22 tons 
less. It is claimed for the Marin Bk ti- 
mers that she can make from fourteen 
to fifteen knots an hour, with sail power 
alone. DerBteam power is purely auxil- 
iary and is only to be used in case of 
calms. Her speed yet remains to be de- 
termined, however, and her ability to 
make what she claims la doubted by 
sailors on this side of the globe. Amer- 
ican shipmasters say she lacks that 
grace of lino and ease of movement for 
which American ships are noted, and 
that she is too clumsy to develop any 
great degree of speed.
